This is in response to the non-final Office Action mailed January 15, 2010, which set forth 
a Restriction Requirement for pending Claims 177-210, and for which a response is due on 
February 15, 2010. Accordingly, this response is timely filed. 

The Examiner has indicated that a restriction of one of the following inventions is 
required: Group I, including Claims 177-200, directed to a method and computer system for 
calibrating an analyte sensor, classified in class 600, subclass 347; and Group II, including Claims 
201-270, directed to a method and computer system for calibrating an analyte sensor, classified in 
class 600, subclass 347.

Applicants request that, upon the allowance of a generic claim, the remainder of the species be 
included as permitted by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141. 

In the unlikely event that the transmittal form is separated from this document and the 
Patent Office determines that an extension and/or other relief is required, Applicants petition for 
any required relief including extensions of time and authorize the Commissioner to charge the cost 
of such petitions and/or other fees due in connection with the filing of this document to Deposit
